Since the district offers the only 
practical means of sewage disposal, 
other than ces*pools and _ septic 
tanks, to many thousands of acres 
of highly desirable, although at the 
present time largely unbuilt upon, 
land lying to the south and west 
of the present district boundaries, it 
is logical to believe that this ex- 
pansion of the boundaries will con- 
tinue for years to come. Close to 
100 miles of sanitary sewers, rang- 
ling in size from 4 to 24 inches in 
|diameter, serve the 30,000 people 
within the district, of which the 
City of Menlo Park comprises ap- 
proximately one- quarter. 

Sanitary districts are autoninous 
and their affairs are governed by 
their own elected boards of trus- 
tees, elections being held every two 
years and all registered voters with- 
in the district being eligible to vote. 

Few people are actually aware of 
| just how the system operates. Few 
people relize the literally miles of 
underground sewers needed to carry 
|their household wastes away. Yet

Head Warns On 
‘MD. Department 


Waring that creation of 
ens Park municipal fire eh: 
ment at this time “be at the risk 
of incurring greatly increased in- 
surance rates” was given this week 
by Chairman Malcolm G. Paterson

|mission. 


Mayor Charles P. Burgess last 
week disclosed long-range plans for 
eventual operation of municipal fire 
and sanitation departments and 
withdrawal from the special dist- 
ricts now providing those services. 

Mr. Paterson, in a stesement to 
the RECORDER, said that final de- 
cision should rest with business men 
and property owners. 

Mayor Burgess, in disclosing the 
proposals, said that such addition 
of municipal services should await 
growth of the city and a higher as- 
additional tax 
revenue to support fire and sanita- 
tion departments. 

“It is up to the business men 
and property owners oj Menlo 
Park to decide if the city should 
withdraw from the fire district 
in order to establish and main- 
its own department,” Mr. 
Paterson said. “It will be some 
many years before Menlo Park, 
on its own and _ strictly a- 


department consisting of person- 
nel and equipment equal to the 
one now serving the city except 

at a greatly increased tax burden 
to property owners. 

“Adoption of a municipal depart- 
ment at this time would be at the 
risk of incurring a greatly increased 
insurance rate, which automatical- 
ly would apply to all property with- 
in the city limits. 

“In the interest of the laxpavers. 
this plan should not be considered 
until the assessed valuation of 
Menlo Park could equa! that of the 
present fire district. which includes 
Menlo Park and all unincorporated 
areas betwecn Palo Alto and Red- 
wood City. 

“The answer rests with the prop- 
erty owners of Menlo Park.”

Subject: City Hall Flag 

We recommend for your attention that 
worn-out, weather-beaten American flag 
that hangs dejectedly from the pole angling 
upward from the facade of the City Hall. 

It’s a remarkable banner, as you can see 
by one glance. 

Unlike most, it doesn’t wave in the breeze, 
and for a good reason . . . it is worn so full 
of holes it can’t catch the wind. 

It somewhat resembles an Old Glory that 
has been carried into battle, save that such 
emblems customarily are retired into museums 
and are given honored resting places. 

True, the city’s flag has flown over some 
political skirmishes in the building at Santa 
Cruz and El Camino Real, but we can’t recall 
any shots being fired. 

In behalf of residents of Menlo Park, we 
suggest that the time-worn emblem be retired 
with proper ceremony into honored old age, 
and that a replacement not await the move 
to the new Menlo Park Civic Center. 


THERE'S NO HURRY 


Proposals of the Menlo Park city government to establish 
its own fire department and operate its own sewer system and 
to withdraw from the special districts now Providing those 
services are not meant as any overnight acticns. They are 
strictly long-range plans, as evidenced by the words of Mayor 
Burgess, who wrote in the RECORUER last week: ° 

“From a long-range standpoint, the city council hopes that 
eventually the city will have its own fire department and con- 
trol of the sewage system within its own limits.” 

An immediate and understandable reaction from real es- 
tate men was the question of the city being able to undertake 
fire protection on its own and comparable with that now given, 
with its extremely low insurance rates. Thanks to a reduction 
some weeks ago, Menlo Park now enjoys some of the lowest 
rates in the nation. 

The answer is that the city doesn’t contemplate any head- 
long, ill-advised plunge into new municipal services. For one 
thing, withdrawal from the fire and sanitation districts hinges 
upon future growth of Menlo Park and a resultant increase 
in assessed valuations and tax revenue. 

No one questions the efficiency of cperations of these 
special districts, although the fire district commissioners have 
received criticism for their conduct of public affairs in the 
purchase of property for new construction. 

But cn the other hand, there is no reason why Menlo Park, 


growir: it is, should not have its own fire and sanitation 
depe when it's ready, and, as Mayor Burgess points 
out, coi... ie all local government services under the one local 
government. There is an overlapping of services, and Menlo 


Park taxpayers are helping to pay the bill for Property owners 
in unincorporated areas, although in the case of the fire dist- 
rict, there is potential service in return. A major fire in Menlo 
Park would mean that all equipment of the district . . . which 
Operates two stations outside this city . could be called 
into use. 

Certainly, before the city council takes any such import- 
ant steps as withdrawal from the special districts, everyone 


concerned . . . particularly business men and Property own- 
ers . . . will have opportunity to state their views.

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Veterans’ Guide 


Veterans in San Mateo County 
who have service-connecied dis- 
abilities rated at 60 percent cr more 
have been advised by Floyd D. 
Granger, Veterans Service Officer 
to take prompt action to obtain the 
increased compensation thev are 
now entitled to for their dependents. 

The increases are effective this 
month, Granger said, but thev are 
rot automatic. On the contrary, 
eligible veterans who delay in filling 
out the necessary form and furnish- 
ing the necessary proof of depend- 
ency may lose one or more months’ 
extra compensation. 

The new law adds to the eligible 
veteran’s monthly »ension amounts 
varying with the degree or disability 
and number of dependents. For 
example, Granger said, a map with 
60 percent wartime service-connect- 
ed disability with no wife and one 
child would be entitled to an addi- 
tional $8.40. A veteran with 190 per 
cent disability and a wife. three or 
more children and two dependent 
Parents would be $91 additional. 

Proof of dependency must be doc- 
umentary, Granger reminded vet- 
erans. In the case of a wife, it can 
be a certified copy or abstract of 
the marriage receid; for children, a 
copy of the birth certificate; and 
Yor parents, affidavits covering 
their income for the past 12 months 
as well as a copy or abstract of the 
veteran’s own birth record. 

Veterans eligible for the increased 
compensation on the dependency 
basis are invited to call at the Vet- 
erans Service Office, located in the 
ccurthouse, Redwood City for as- 
sistance between the hours of 9 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. or to telephone Emerson 
6-5711.

City’s 
Business

Property owners inside the City 
of Menlo Park are faced with a new 
high record tax rate, up 20.6 per 
cent from last year. The increase 
in the tax rate of the unincorpor- 
ated area adjacent to our borders 
is 23.7 per cent. Since 1944-45 the’ 
total tax rate has jumped 96.6 per 
cent inside the city, and 126 per 
cent outside. 

On July 1, 1948 the City of Menlo’ 
Park took over the function of pro- 
viding street lighting, and the fost 
thereof, formerly represented by a 
special tax rate, was absorbed in- 
Side the city’s tax rate. A total of 
the city and lighting district rate 
is shown for previous years to make 
the second comparable. This total. 
despite the. issuance of bonds to 
acquire the Dibble property, and 
despite the decision of the City 
Council to establish a retirement 
system for city employees, is the 
only rate to record a decline over 
the five year period. 

The rat’ for San Mateo County 
has increased in every year of the 
five, and is now substantially 
double the rate of 1944-45. Last 
year the rate of Sequoia Union 
High School was lower than in 1944- 
45. But a 25-cent voted tax limit 
increase to provide primarily high- 
er teachers salaries, and the sale of 
bonds to provide badly needed ex- 
pansions of facilities, resulted in a 
49-cent increase this year. Sequoia 
Hospital District, non-existent in 
1944-45, has a 27-cent tax rate this 
year, against 10 cents last year. 

Menlo Park School District has a 
tax rate for bond purposes of 39 
cents against nothing last year. The 
tonds were sold to finance the con- 
struction of the new Encinal School. 
A new school is needed also in the 
western end of the district, which is 
growing very rapidly, so the general 
tax rate is being maintained in an 
attempt to raise money for this es- 
sential faciiity on a pay-as-you-go 
basis, to be supplemented by an 
additional bond issue later this year. 
When the new school is finally 
built, the district's tax rate should 
be reduced substantially. The in- 
crease since 1944-45 was 361 per 
cent, but many people, myself in- 
cluded, feel that the school was 
underfinanced at that time, and 
that we are just catching up with 
deferred needs now. 

The increase in the rate of the 
Menlo Park fire district has been 
about in line with the depreciation 
in value of the dollar. The Menlo 
Park sanitary district increase looms 
large in percentage over the period, 
but the district is preparing to pro- 
vide a sewage disposal plant for 


the area, and its scope of operations - 


is in consequence increasing. The 
aggregate of junior college tuition, 
county library, and mosquito abate- 
ment is relatively small. 

The increase of $1.41 from 1947- 
48 to 1948-49 was made up pri- 
marily of Sequoia. Union High 
School District 35 per cent, Menlo 
Park School District 30 per cent, 
San Mateo County 18 per cent, and 
Sequoia Hospital District 12 per 
cent. The increase of $4.07 from 
1944-45 to 1948-49 was made up 
primarily of Menlo Park School 
District 40.2 per cent, San Mateo 
County 27.3 per cent, Sequoia Union 
High School 11.1 per cent, Menlo 
Park Fire District 7.9 per cent, and 


Sequoia Hospital District 6.6 per 
cent.

only to lose it to the Moloch of 
Europe, will live on in those secret @ 
places of the soul where police bul- 
lies may not enter and restrictive 
laws cannot be enforced. 

It was thus in Colonial America, 
in tax-burdened, King-ridden 
France, in foreign-ruled Mexico, in 
South America before Bolivar's day, 
in Austria-enslaved Italy and. 
strangely enough. in Russia itself, 
when it enjoyed the short lived 
freedom and political hope that en- 
dured between the Czarist over- 
throw and the reputed poisoning of : 
Lenin. Since his “removal” the lat- 
ter has become an ideological fig- 
urehead for purposes and methods 
to which he would not consent while 
alive. 

“The evil that men do. lives after 
them”, said Shakespeare.
